Antony desdibed the renewable three- 
yev agreement as a major step toward con- 
solidating mutual relations in various fiftlds. 
Solaim said Anthony's visit was a big step 
forward toward dose coc^ieTatioo between 
die countries. 

A joint committee will be formed to meet 
in both countries for consultation on action to 
increase cooperation. 

Later AnAony fiew to Jeddah ndiere he 
jttended the opening of the Australian trade 
display at the Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry. The display, c^dally opened by 
acting Governor oi Mecca Prince Saud ibn 
Abdul Mohsen, is the largest Australia has 
undertaken anywhere in the world. 

The Prince praised the dose relations bet- 
ween the Kingdom and Australja, 'and con- 


firmed Saudi Arabia’s deaxe to promote and 
develop Ibis relationship.

Speaking at -the opening, Anthony said 
members erf his accompaiiying delegation had 
held positive discussioDS with senior 
and leading businessmen which opened a 
'range of fields of cooperation. 

He said the trade di^ay rtf 62 Australian 
co^^>a^ies r^eseiited the inqiortanee of the 
Kingdom as a trading partner to Australia. 
“There are natural rearons why should this 
should be so,” Anthony said. “Australia, like 
Saudi Arabia, has a vast arid interior with a 
population concentrated in major cities.

T^ AVIV, March 23 (AF) — The Israeli 
government, in a decision that split Prime 
Mimsmr Menahem Begin’ s cabinet down foe 
middle, decided Sunday to establish two 
live-in’schbols in Hebitm, approving Jewish 
settlement in the heart .of a Palestinian town 
for foe first time. 

. Opponents of the decision said they would 
ai^ieal to parliament's foreign affhirs and 
security committee to overturn foe cabinef s 
ruling, and B^in agreed to delay action until 
the committee meets. 

Cabinet Secretary Aryeh Naor said the 
cabinet vote was 8-6 with two abstentions, 
reflecting deep divisions whhin Israel over 
expanding Jewish settlement in the Occupied 
West Bank of Jordan vhen foe United States 
and Egypt are pressing for an end to settle- 
ment altogether. 

The settiement issue is a major stumbling 
block to an agreement in the Palestinian aut- 
onomy talks'due to be completed by May 26. 

The Hebron decision, ddayed for a month 
partly because it is so cootroversial, is almost 
certain to be raised in the three meetings 
B^in is sdieduled to hold with U.S. Special 
Ambassador Sol linowilz, vfoo arrived ear- 
ner Sunday to pr^iare for a new round of 
n^otiations in Alexandria, Egypt, next 
week. 

Israel has built more than 50 settlements in 
foe West Bank since the area was occupied in 
1967, but until now it has refrained. from 
allowing Jews to live in Palestinian Arab 
cities. That policy changed F^. 10 vriien the 
cabinet took a decision in principle to allow 
Jews td live in Hebron.

Linowitz.impIied that Washmgtrm was not 
as oonoemed as Cairo about foe May 26 
deadline. “We are determined ... that we 
most do everything we can to try to meet foat 
date,” he said. If the date passes without 
agreement, yet if there is evidence of momen- 
tum in the negotiations, “I don't think aoy^ 
body will feel too badly,” Linowitz said. 

Asked if foe talks were showing enough 
mnmftntiifn now, Unowitz Said, “no, I do 
think we need an accelerated momentum.”

Army to have 
Austrian arms 

RIYADH, March 23 (SPA) ~ Saudi 
Arabia has agreed to buy SR200 million 
worth of rifles and madune guns from 
Austria, it was announced Sunday. 

The government will also receive 
Austrian-made tanks and anti-aircraft guns 
for testing in April in local conditions before 
dedding to make final purchases. 

“If proved suitabie. Saudi Arabia would 
discuss the purchase or joint production of 
sudi weapons," Defense and Aviation Minis- 
ter Prince Sultan said. 

The prince made the announcement after 
talks with Austrian Defense Minister Otto 
Rosche’ who is in the Kingdom at the invita- 
tion of Prince Sultan who visited Austria last 
year. 

Talks between foe two ministers were 
attended by experts from both countries . 
' mdufong SheikirOfoman Al Hunimd,assis-' ' 
tant to ^nce Sultan and Gen. Mubammad 
Al Hammad, diief of staff of the Saudi Ara- 
bian armed forces. 

Prince Sultan described the talks were 
“constructive and dealt with military cooper- 
anon between our two countries.” 

Meanwhile, Rosdiel was quoted as saying 
his current visit to Saudi Arabia was to “reaf- 
firm Austria's position regarding foe Middle 
East question.” 

He said he wanted to brief Saudi offidals 
on a new Austrian plan in the Middle East 
based on the recognition of the right of the 
Palestiitians in self-determination.

R1 YAOH, March 23 — The committee 
appointed by King Khaled to draw up 
plans for a new tystem of government, 
consultative councU and a provincial sys- 
tem for the country met here Sun^y 
chaired by Interior Minister Prince Naif. 

The prince said foe committee will meet 
at least once a week and try to conqilete its 
task as soon as possible. “ We do not have 
a time limit,'’ be said. “The duration of foe 
committee will be decided by the work 
load.” 

The newly formulated plans mil then be 
submitted to King Khaled for ^proval. 
He expressed his committee’s gratitude to 
King Khaled and said it would do its best 
to live up to his confidence. 

In interriews with newspapers and news 
agendes Crown Prince Fahd has said the 
government was intent on drawing up 
plans fora system of govemment based on 
the Koran, Iriam’s holy book, and religi- 
ous prind^es. 

He said foe matter had been debated for 
a long time. “We have completed most of 
its 200 artides, all of whiA are derived 
from Islamic legislation." 

The consultative counciL whose mem- 
bers will be appointed by the King, will be 
complementary to the Council (rf Minis- 
ters and changes will not only involve per- 
sonalities, but government conceits, foe 
prince said. 

Islam, which gives the ruler wide pow- 
ers provided he is above reproadi, good 
and benevolent, allows him to undertake 
reforms deemed in foe public interest 
after consultations with other national 
leaders.

The Algerian president arrived in Damas- 
cus Saturday on his first state visit to a f^oreign 
country since taking office in February last 
year, amid signs that a. planned meeting of 
Arab hawks, due to take place here next 
week, would be postponed. 

The meeting of the “Steadfastness and 
Cemfrontation Front” Much groups Syria, 
Algeria, Libya, South Yemen and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, would have 
preceded foe visits of President Anwar Sadat 
of Egypt and Israeli Premier Menahem Begin 
to the U.S. for new talks with President 


Jimmy duter. 

The hard-line Arab leaders are totally 
opposed to foe U.S.-sponsored Camp David 
peace process because they regard provisions 
fcMT Palestinian autonomy as failing to meet 
demands for Palestinian statehood. 

There were clear signs Saturday night that 
foe planned.hard'line summit would be put 
off. Syrian officials said foat contacts were 
still taking place to settle foe date and place of 
the meeting, but there was no offidal state- 
ment on the reasons for foe apparent difficul- 
ties. 

Palestinian sources said PLO diief Yasser 
Arafat would start a trip to New Delhi on 
Mardi 29, a day after the Arab talks were due 
to open. They said he would not have planned 
the visit if the meeting was taking place as 
sdieduled.

Egypt-Israel ties, Khalil says 


TEL AVIV, Mardi 23 (R) — Egyptian 
Prime Minister Mustafo Khalil said in an 
interview published Sunday a reasonable sol- 
ution of foe Palestinian problem would-open 
up a wide field of Egyptiair-Israeli coopera-^ 
Don in economic, cultural and strategic fields. 

Khalil told foe Cairo correspondent of foe 
Uaaretz newspaper foat foe Palestinians must 
dedde their own future. 

“But any solution must be in foe 
framework of a federation or co-f^eration 
between foe Palestinians and foe Kingdom of 
Jordan and foe continued linkage between 
the Israeli ^ economy and foat of the 
(occupied) territories," he said. 

“A reasonable solution of foe P^estinian 
problem will open up a wide field for 
Israeli- ^yptian coop^don in economic, 
cultural, pc^tical and strategic fields," Khalil 
said. 

The Egyptian .'prime minister called for 
complete demilitarization of the West Bank 


aqd foe Gaza Strip even after a five year 
interim period of autonomy in tbe two ter- 
ritories. 

“The Palestinians must be banned from 
setting up an army or from forming any milit- 
ary pacts and this ban must be incorporated in 
the law of foe Palestinian entity whidi will be 
established after foe interim period," he told 
Boofttt. 

Ihe Israeli cabinet Sunday^ discussed a let- 
ter from ^yptian President Xnwar Sadat on 
foe' deadlocked West Bmik and Gaza auton- 
omy talks, received by Prime Minister 
Menahem Begih two days ago. 

Israeli officials described the tone of foe 
note, holding Israel respoorible for any frdl- 
ure to complete foe talks by May 26. as 
unfriendly and harsh. Th^ said it was part of 
a war, of nerves intended to create a crisis 
atmosphere and extraa concessions from 
Israel before President Cartel's separate 
meetings with foe two leaders next month. 


Israel bans W.Bank political parley 


TEL AVIV. March 23 (R) — Three 
mayors of towns in foe Israeli-occupied West 
Bank of Jordan complained Sunday foat foe 
Israeli military government banned a politi- 
cal assembly Saturday night in foe Pales tinian 
refugee eamp of Jazaloun. 

The Jazaloun camp is on foe main -road 
from Ramallah to Nablus. The assembly was 
called by the Palestinian National Guidance 
Committee, which supports the Palestine 
Liberation Organizatioa (FLO), to protest 
against harassment of camp residents by 
Isradi security forces and settlers living 
nearby. 

Saturday night, foe military authorities cal- 


led off foe assembly and prevented foe 
mayors of Nablus, Ramallah and Halhoul 
from reaching the camp. 

Afilhaiy sources claimed that camp resi- 
dents have been throwing stmes at 
Israeli buses and cars nearly every day for foe 
past week. 

The residents have complained foat they 
have been subject, to a dusk to dawn oirfew 
for foe past thiM weeks, foat people have 
been or^red ont of their homes at night and 
made to wait in the cold and rain and foat 
Jewish civilians from nearby settlements have 
smashed up their cars.

KUWAIT, March 23 (R) — Kuwait Sun- 
day questioned Iran on press statements by 
foe Iranian president on foe Gulf and rela- 
tions with the Arabs, Kuwait's chief govern- 
ment spokesman said.

A Paris-based Arabic-language weekly, 
Ail -Nahar Arab and Iniemadonalt Saturday 
quoted President Bani-Sadr as saying that 
Iran did not intend giving up three Gulf 
islands occupied by foe dqiosed Shah's forces 
nine years ago. 

“On the contrary, I Intend to dean foe Gulf 
of its American presence and all foat is linked 
to foe United States," be added. 

BaoHSadr also said that Iran's relations 
with Arab governments were not good 
because “foe Arabs imagine we are a danger- 
ous disease and if they leave the door open to 
us the infection will spread to all." 

The Kuwaiti spokesman said “We don't 
flunk the president made sudr statements 
because they conflicted with the present state 
of Iran- Kuwait relations."

Thatcher vows more spending cuts 


BOURNEMOUTH. England, Maidi 23 
(AP) — Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
has said that her Conservative administraddn 
will pursue its policy of slashing state spend- 
ing, curbing trade unions and cutting sodal 
welfare programs even if it means losing the 
next election. 


Mrs. Thatcher drew dieers from her Tory 
audience Saturday at the annual conference 
of the Conservative Central Coundl, the 
party’s directing body, in this south England 
coastal resort. 


The prime minister also told the 110,000 
workers in Britain’s state-owned steel indus- 
try. who are on strike since Jan. 2, that there 
was no chance of the government considering 
their wage claims. The strikers are demand- 
ing 20 per cent across the board. British Steel 
Corp. has offered 14.4 with strings attached. 


The corporation was losing $ 2 millioa a 
week'prio- to the strike. Now it is iosii^ the 
same amount day in lost production. 

Mrs, Tfaatdter spoke only four days-before 
the dtaocellM of the exdequer. Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, is to unveil in Parliamrat his tax 
budget for the coming fiscal year.

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KENNEDY S DEFEAT 


Senator Edward Kennedy's shattering defeat in the niinois 
primaries puts paid to his chances in the fight for the Democ^ 
radc nominatioo in the coming presidential eiecHons. The 
same could be said for the chances of both George Bush and 
John Anderson on the Republican side. Congressman Ander- 
son's defeat was especially remarkable, since he already rep- 
resents the state in Washington. The right for the presidency 
will therefore be a straight struggle between the incumbent ■ 
and Ronald Reagan. 

The Illinois losers all made the usual noises, a&suring their 
supporters that they will continue the fight. But their fate is 
sealed. Kennedy, who had rushed to New York even before 
the Illinois results were announced, is hoping to score a sub- 
stantial enough victory in its primaries to make his candidacy 
still viable. But even such a victory would not save him. It 
would merely artifidaily prolong the life of a moribund cam- 
paign. 

The demise of Kennedy's campaign ought to be a welcome 
development as far as the Arab world is concerned. The 
senator is one of IsraeP s most vociferous admirers; and he has ^ 
been using President Carter s mishandling of the affair of 
American anti-Israeli vote in the Security Council to ensure 
the support of the powerful Zionist lobby. In this he has been 
successfol, especially in New York rriiere Jewish voters make 
up about a third of the total vote. 

The alienation of the Jewish vote, although important in 
some states like New York, is by no means a decisive consid- 
eration. The incumbent can certainly win without it; and the 
signs are he will. Yet this ought not to be taken to mean that 
President Carter will take hostile stands on questions relating 
to Israel, just because the Jewish vote .was against him. Ameri- 
can politics is not that simple. 

But it does mean that, were he to win, he will owe nothing to 
the Zionist lobby, and will have made no prior commitments 
to it in return for its vote. Furthermore, he will be serving his 
second presidential term, which means that he will be free 
from electoral pressures at its end.

How Afghanistan rebels wage their war 


PESHAWAR — 

The Fd)els fighting die Soviet and government 
foroes in Afghanisran have two main sources of 
an^ the first being the Afghan army itself from 
' which hundreds of soldiers have deserted. 

Hie second source is the tribal “Knipps^’ at 
Daira, a township in the Frontier Province near die 
Pakistani border, iriioee gunsmiths have for years 
beaten out by hand exact, and sometimes reliable, 
fa csi miles of mass-product European and Ameri- 
can small arms. 

The colonial legacy has made their favorite copy 
the old British 303 Lee-Enrield bolt-action rifle, 
usually with a prtsrence for the sUghdy stubbier 
Wodd War 1 model as carried by the stone sentinds 
on British war memorials.

French police swoop traps Soviet spy

.vlARSEILLES — 

rhe Soviet Union's appedte for the WesTs milit- 
ary know-how has grown so demanding diat KGB 
agents are taking badly calculated risks to get their 
hands on the information. 

Within a few days Guenadi Travkov, the Russian 
deputy consul in .riatseilies, and Ol^ Suranov, 
director of Aeroflot in .riadrid, have flown home 
abruptly after being caught red-banded in appar- 
ently unconnected swoops by French and Spanish 
anti-espionage police. 

During his three years at tiie .vlarseUles cpnsnlate 
Travkov. 47, a cheerful oompanion and fluent 
Frendi speaker, worked his way up dose to militaiy 
espionage targets in the area, induding the first 
prototypes of .vfarcel Dassaulfs .vlirage 2,000 
filter, which is being test-flown at Istres, near 
Marseilles, and tiie Etendard fighter-bomber on the 
aircraft carrier Oemenceau in Toulmi harbor. 

It seems that tiie DS T. the Frendi anti-espionage 
force, became aware of Travkov’sefforts sometime 
ago. Eariierlast month OS T detectives set a trap for 
himand he was caught in possession of photostats of 
.vlirage 2,000 plans. Covered by dqilomaticimmun- 
ity, Travkov could not be arrested but was told to 
leave the country the next day. 

An indignant statement from the Soviet consu- 
late said Travkov had left of his own free will after 
completing his mission in France. But another 
statement from the same source protested that “the 
Frendi police created conditions in which it was 
impossible for Travkov to work." 

His departure has stirred up a political storm in 


.vfaiseflles, where a number of Frmdi dtizens are 
being intem^ted about their contacts with the 
Soviet offidal. .Marseilles has for decades been a 
Sodalist dtadel widi a strong Communist .oppori- 
tio n. Re lations between the two left-wing parties 
have deteriorated rince the breakdown d! foe 
Union of the Left in the country as a rriiole. 

Commenting on the lYavkov inddent at a meet- 
ing of the .Marseilles .Munidpal Council, the Sodal- 
ist mayor, Gaston Deffdre, said: “J h^e for the 
honor of .Maiseifles diat none- of our dtizens is . 
inv(rived in this affair. 1 hope too that no Commun- 
ist is implicated. It is higUy disagreeable for die 
mayof of .Marseilles and the' munidpal coundl to 


have tins kind of publidty foisted on our town." 

Communist fury broke over Defferre in the local 
Communist press the next day. His reference Jo 
possible Communist connivance was termed 
“unyeakably abjea.” 

O^erre, apparently unruffled, answered that be 
had merely rabed a question which was troubling 
many people who noticed that only the local Com- 
munist newspaper was not reporting the Travkov 
^air. “If the ^y had been British, German -or 
American, just imagine what the Communistpress 
would be saying,’* dedared Defferre.

Swedes ignore anti- spanking law

STOCKHOLM — 

Sweden's anti-spanJdpg law is not working, 
according to a report published by Stockholm 
police. 

In 1 979, the year in which Sweden made it ill^al 
for parents to smadc their efafldren, at least 70 per 
cent ofall children between one and three were bit 
at some time by their parents and at least 58 per 
cent of ch iidren in the same age group were hit once 
a week or more. 

The trouble Mth the and-spanking law is chat it is 
almost unenforceable. Bo Caisson, the children's 
ombudsman (the only children's ombudsman in the 
worid) explains: “It is important to emphasize that 
the law belongs to the family code and not the 
CTminal code.

“If you or 1 hit our children we won' t go to jaS for 
it — unless we overstep the mark and come within 
the realm of diild abuse, d course.*' 

So what happens to a parent who hits his or her 
child? “NqJ^al punishments can be used," Cad- 
sson sa^. “But soda! measures can be taken. As 
hitti^ is forbidden the social autiiorities have to 
consider tius fact and take precau tioos as necessary . 
The first step is some kind of therapy. The last step 
is to take the dtild away from the family " 

This year a campaign has been launched by duTd 
welfare organizations to educate Swedish parents 
on how to avoid violence in bringing up. tiietr 
fomOies. 

Carisson says; Most pec^le still tiiink violence is 
.the only way to deal with a diild who has misbe- 
haved, but in reality it solves nothing.

NEW YORK — In Sofia, the bookstoces 
duster on a single street and open at 1 0. Witii 
an hour to wait,l stepped into the Museum of 
Natural Histoiy.

From the 
glass box oa tiie ground floor I was bored.

He was 
chasing low-class squatteR, from the fiRt- 
dass seats; the compaitmenis sat empty the 
rest of the trip.

Geology was becoming positively fasdnat- 
ing. Pasring the ball of o^tals I saw the ^ in 
the park with shuuog darity.

the monument and stToDedon his arm down a 
row of maples. She was slim but with a'siib- 
stutial bosom her thick sweater could not 
blur.

Kuwait restricts oil sales 


KUWAl r. March 23 (AP) — Kuwait has 
confronted its contract customers with a 
"take-it-or-leave-it” set of conditions for 
crude oil sales, and some oil companies were 
yielding to this, a leading oewspaperreponed 
Sunday. 

“Kuwait will not negotiate its new (oil 
sales) conditions, and these iriio do not like it 
may go and buy elsewhere," the newspaper 
Al-Qqbas quoted Oil Minister Sheikh Ali 
Khalifa Al-Sabah as saying in an interview. 

These conditions, the paper said, indude 
Kuwait's “unbridled &eedom" to change 
prices and quantities of crude oil sold to its 
customers, in line with market conditions and 
developments. 

Contract durations are to be shortened 
from five to 2V: years, and die grace period 
for payment reduced from 90 days to 30, the 
paper quoted Sheik Ali as insisting. 

No oil company shall be allowed to“reselT 
any quantities of crude oil bought from 
Ku 1 ^'ail, and“ Kuwait' s oU will have to go only 
to the countries designated in the contracts," 
The Sheik told Al -(^bas. 

Customers will have to abide by the 
“boycott rules" and refrain from reshippiog 
Kuwait's oil to Israel. Rhodesia and South 
Africa, he said. 

In addition, companies buying Kuwait's oil 
will have to process unspedHed quantities in 
Kuwait, which will continue to expand its 
refining capacity to nearly 800,000 bmrels a 
day, or SO per cent of its current production 
rate, bv 1984. Sheikh Ali said. 

KuT^uit's daily production of crude oii runs 
ut an average of 1.8 million barrels, which is 
to he cut back to 1.5 million barrels by April 
1, industry sources said. 

The new conditions will inevitably elimi-' 
nate small customers and reduce the quan- 
tities available to the majors by at least 
3UU.U00 barrels a day, these sources said. 

Despite obvious grumblings, the paper 
said, some unnamed international oil com- 
panies already have signed new contracts 
uuder the uew conditions. 

“.vlany other companies will sign soon, " 
Sheik .\li told the paper. 


Al-Qfdm said that British Petroleum, 
Gulf Oil of America and British-Dutch Shell 
were among the companiu slated to accept 
the new conditions and sign contracts in the 
near future. 

“These (companies) have no alternative," 
Sheikh Ali told A/ “The (oil) minis- 
try can only lay down unalterable conditions 
for buyers to accept." 

Kuwait has since 1972 pursued a poliqr of 
frugality in oil production, with a view to 
averting an early depletion of its oil wells. 

Parliament at the time recommended a 
sharp cutback in the daily average output — 
from 2.2 million barrels to two million. 

The daily average steadily has been 
reduced sinoe then, until it settled at 1 .8 mil- 
lion barrels last year. 

According to Sheikh Ali, the average is to 
go down fuller as of April 1 — to 1 .5 million 
barrels a day. 

The Kuwaitis have been worried about the 
slow pace of economic and industrial 
development, hinting chat oil in the ground is 
far better and safer than money in die bank. 

An oil o^dal explained that money gained 
as a result of oil sales tends to be eroded by 
inflation and suffer from possible devalua- 
tions and money market fluctuations, while 
oil prices keep going up on account of shor- 
tages and ocher market conditions. 

iNleanwhile, Kuwait made two medium 
term loans totaling $7 million Kuwaiti dinars 
(about $25.2 ii^ioo) to Algeria and 
Morocco, an offidai statement said. 

Algeria received a 12- year two million 
dinar ($7J! mUlionl credit at six per cent interest 
to finance a meteorological project, and 
Morocco obtained a lO-year flve million 
dinar ($18 million) loan, also at six per cent 
annual interest, for an agricultural sdieme. 

This raised the total amount of Kuwait’s 
loans to Algeria to 25 J million dinars $92 
Riiilioa) and to Morocco to 33 millioa dinars 
(about $ 120 million). 

The Kuwait government Arab Fund for 
Economic and Sodal Development issued 
the loans.

It 
could vote to continue government explora- 
tion, develop a combination program or halt 
exploration,

LONDON, tSxsA 23 (AP) — The Conti- 
neoial ^ Co. is developing a giant produc- 
tion platfOTm for the turbulent North Sea that 
oUnuni say wiU levoluticmize offshore tedi- 
nolo^ and pave ^e way to tapping oil from 
previously unreadiable deep-sea &ds. 

Unlike oonveadonal production platforms 
whidi stand'on oonerete and steel 1^ on the 
seabed, tile U.S. firm's 51,700-toa tendon 
leg platform (TLP) floats and is aaAored to 
tile seabed by 23 centimeter ti^ steel 
tables. , "'■ 

That means it can suck a field dry then 
move to another, making tiie stationary and 
ekpensive fixed-leg platforais obsolete and 
saving oQ companies billipns of dcllais, 
;,The most iflqxutant factor is that it will be 
able to cq)erate in depths up to 600 meters, or 
425 meters deeper than conventional ptet- 
forms. 

TLP, experts say, opens up vast new areas 
of tiie No^ Sea around the Shetlands and - 
west of the Hebrides in the Adantic-Ocean 
where oilmen believe several hundred mil- 
lion tras of oil are located. 

Discovered North Sea fields contain an 
.estimated 1.5 to 2.6 billion tons, but another 
1:8 billion tons may be recoverable with the 
new sub-sea technology, industry experts say. 

Potentially, the increased production could 
make Britain self-sufficient in oil until the 
end of the century. At piesen^ North Sea 
ou^t is expected to start dedinxng around 
1990. 


Conoco plans to test the TLP in its Huttoo 
field 145 kilometers nortiteast of Scotland's 
Shetland Islands in 150 meters of water. 

Philip Algar of Conoco said deq^sea tech- 
nology could within fh'e years be pumping oil 
from the Porcupme Basin off Ireland, in 
depths oS 335 meters, and the Baltimore 
Canyon off the U.S. east coast, where oilmen 
have drilled in 450 meters water. 

Exxon, SheU &nd Mobil all also plan new 
recovery systems expected to start t^rating 
in the next few years in the Nortii Sea. 

British Petroleum is working on two new 
systems^ one similar to Conoco's called the 
.tiered buoyant platform, and tiie single 
well offrhore production system, or SWOP 
whidi experts say is even more flexible, dmog 
away with platforms altogether. 

West causes inflation

Ali Attiqa, said in a new^per interview the 
Arabs had nothing to do witii worid-wide 
inflation.

“The current wave of inflation started 
before the correction of oil prices.w4ien costs 
of Western manufactured goods began to 
rise," he told the Kuwaiti newspaper As 
Siyasaa.

We are not at ease over consumption 
either, for there is an evident waste of this 
finite resource," he said in an interview.

CONTADORA ISLAND, Panama, 
March 23 (R) — A senior White House aide 
and a former Puamanian head of state 
flew to this r^rt island to ask the former 
Shah of Iran about his travel plans amid 
speculation that he might leave Panama soon. 

In the United States, President Jimmy Car- 
ter summtMied a conference of his cop advis- 
ers. Administration officials, anxious to avoid 
exacerbating the American hostage crisis in 
Tehran, said there were no plans for the 
former monarch to return to the U.S. for 
medical treatment. 

Carter sent his White House chief of staff. 
Hanulton Jordan, to Panama where the 
former Iranian monarch has been living since 
December when he left a New Vork hospital 
after treatment for cancer. 

informed sources said Jordan, former

TEHRAN, March 23 (LAT) With their 
occupation ctf the U.S. embassy now in its 
2Uth week, the militant student captors are 
being portrayed by hi^ Iranian offidals as a 
divided, dispirited lot down to a lonely nuc- 
leus of 50.

Tito celebration underway 


NOVI SAD, Yugoslavia, March 23.(AF) 
— With songs, doves and a goUleo baton, 
YugosbV offals Sunday beg^ celebrating 
a tu^ay President Jos^ Broz Tito was not 
expected to live to see. 

“ We must message you, Tito, that we know 
you wQl conquer the ilhtess," Gommumst 
youth leader Vasil *rupurkovski told 
thousands gathered under grey skies in Novi 
Sad's dty square. 

Under an immense red and white pentrait 
of Hto. business-suited metal worker -Zoran 
Ostmic held aloft the gold-pleted 1980 
“stareta" and carried it on its first leg of a 
two-month reby throughmit Yugoslavia. 

“Our desire that you get well is expressed 
on the Ups and resounds in the beam of all 
Yugoslavs" said a message inside the baton. 
The message normally ^uld be presented to 
Hto at a "youth f^tivaT in Belgrade on May 
25 the Yugmlav presidents official birthday. 

But as this yeats celebrations b^n, the 
87-year-old Hto remained gravely iU in a 
Slovenian hospital where he has bWn since 
Jan. 12. 

Shortly after the stafeta left the Nori Sad 
square. Hto's doctors said th^ were trying 
new medication against his pneumonia, but 
reported no dianges in his Iddo^, heart or 
internal bleedii^ problems. 

The annual stafeta ritual is offidaUy 
described as a youth festi^, but its central 
figure is always the elderiy Tito. 

"Comrade Hto, we swear to you not to 
swerve from your road," ^ung people sang 
as Ostojic, 26, b^as his relay Teg and doves 
were released beside Novi SatfsyeUerw brick 
cathedral. 

Across the Danube River and OTly minutes 
from the square, the relay stoj^^ed briefly ata 
fortress where Hto had b^ briefiy jailed in 
1914. 

Chen a Croatian recruit In tbe Austro- 
Hungarian army, Hto sras accused of oppos- 
ing what became Worid War L He was 
released, sent to the front and captured by 
Rusrian forces. 

Nori Sad, capital of a province which uses 
five langu^es, was dedted in Yugoslav and 
red party for the safeia’s sendoff. 

Sdbool diildreo chalked flowers, birds and 
Hto slogans on the sidewalks and wild flow- 
ers from the nearby Fruska Cora hills were 
strewn in Ostojic $ path.as he set out. 

Silagy Laszlo, the 26-year-o!d sculptor 
who created this year's baton, said it was 
intended to resemble a bud and flower with' 
u octagonal base, representing the country's 
six republics and two provinces; 

The baton vras to be carried through 220 
communities in tbe province of the Vpj- 
vodina before being taken southeast into 
Serbia next Saturday. 

the baton will be relayed on to Macedonia, 
Bosfua Hercegovina, Montenegro, Slovenia 
and Croatia before retuicing to Serbia and 
the federal capital of Belgrade. 

On April 25, the baton is scheduled to 
reach the Slovenian capital of Ljubljana, 
where Hto has been hospitalized. 

Hto was atually bom on May 7, 1892, but 
his wartime Communist partisans began 


celebrating his birthday on tiie 25th because 
of a wrong date on an old arrest warrant. 

Hie youth relay was started in the Se^ian 
dty of Kiagujevac in 1945. 

In addition to tbe one carried around ihe 
country, youtii groups and other organiza- 
tions send still otoer decorative batons to Hto 
dxrecdy. 

One museum contains the old batons and 
officials at a Hto museum in Belgrade say a 
retrospective display is being pnt together of 
some of the best. 

Hie federal baton has usuafly been given to 
Tito at a Belgrade stadium in a spectacular 
show of dancing and gymnastics tiiat is 
Yugoslavia's big^t annual offidal festivi^. 

No details have been disdosed of thb 
ye^s plans, although some offidals have 
said tbe 1980 observance will have a "work- 


ing nature." 

Few expect Hto to live long enough to see

BELGRADE, March 23 (AP) — Doctois 
for P^dent Jodp Braz Hto confirmed they 
wjere using new medication to fight his 
poeufflonia but said his condition Sunday 
remained essentially unchanged. 

“Pneunioiua persists fmtiier," tbe 87- 
year-old Yugotiavleadefs eight-doctor med- 
ical panel said in is brief daily advisoiy. 

“Because of development of resistance to 
the causes of the pneumonia, new antibotics 
are again being adoixiiistefed they said. 

Tbe advisory came one day after die 
American pbarmceutical fmn ^ Lilly and 
Co; said Yugoslav doctors had asked for a 
new experimenml antibiotic to use on Hto. 

' The drug was described by IflIy as one 
wfaicb early tess indicated might be effective 
aganst pneumoma and other infectioos in 
patiens whose bodies rejected other aotiblo- 


Hio’s doctors said his general healdi condi- 
tion was “.mthout significant diange,'’ word- 
ing which meant the YuggsUv leader 
retpained in very grave condition during lus 
72 ik 1 secant of hospitalization. .

S. African 
army plotted 
intervention 



JOHANNESBURG, March 23 (R\ — A 
seoret document published Sunday indicated 
rhat the Soutii Alrican military planned to 
intervene in the parliamentary system to sup- 
port the government and thwart oppostion 
attacks. 

It set out plans to manipulate the news 
media, blunt opposition attacks in Pariiament 
and mute criticism of the government, 
according to the JcAannesburgSiud^ Times, 
vrinch printed extracts of the milhaiy paper. 

Opposition members of Parliament were 
ifironwi Harry Schwarz, diief opposition 
spokesman on defense, said that if the report 
was correct he would demand the resignation 
of those who had political responsibihty. 

A South African Defense Force (SADF) 
spokesman said Prime Mmister Pieter Botha, 
who is also defense minister, had asked to be 
briefed on the document "about Mncfa he 
had no knowledge." 

The Sundt^ Times said tbe document was 
headed “psychological Action Plan; Defease 
Budgtf Debate." 

Maj. Gen. Phil Pretorius, director general 
of the armed forces dvic action dqiartment, 
signed it on Feb. 12 on behalf of Gen. Mag- 
nus iMalan, chief of the SADF, the paper said. 

No details of the next defense bud^t have 
been made public but South Affiea seems to 
feel increasingly isolated by an intemational 
arms boycott and the national party govern- 
ment may propose a big increase in military 
spending.
